MA Finally Reveals 
income Frem Raffles 


Agawam — May 17 — The 
officers of the Agawam 
Athletic Association have fil¬ 
ed the last of a series of late 
financial reports on raffles 
held during 1975. 

The failure of AAA of¬ 
ficials to file mandatory 
reports with the State and 
Town was revealed by this 
newspaper some months ago. 
An investigation was under¬ 
taken after complaints from 
parents who objected to the 
forced selling of raffle tickets 
by children, in order to par¬ 
ticipate in AAA recreational 
programs. 

Inquiries to the State 
Bureau of Investigation and 
the Town Clerk by this 


newspaper prompted AAA of¬ 
ficials to file reports and 
meet the requirements of the 
State laws pertaining to the 
conducting of raffles. 

In April, late reports for 
three raffles were filed in 
Boston with the State Bureau 
and on May 3 an annual 
report, due February 13, was 
filed with the Town Clerk. 

The latter report shows the 
$7,900 as gross receipts with 
$620 in expenses leaving $7,- 
280 as the net proceeds. 

Prizes were awarded in the 
amount of $350.

Republican State Chair¬ 
man John Sears must be 
pondering ancient history and 
legend these days as he hopes 
desperately for a GOP 
challenger to materialize to 
oppose U.S. Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy in next fall’s 
election. 

The tall, bearded head 
honcho of the Republicans 
probably wishes someone 
would give him the 
equivalent of an Aladdin’s 
lamp which he could rub to 
produce a modem version of 
David to pit against the vote- 
getting Goliath of the 
Democratic party. 

Sears’ position is akin to 
the plight of the commanding 
general of the Land of Israel 
when arrayed in battle 
against the Phillistines and 
their mighty warrior Goliath. 
Unlike that general, the 
likelihood of Sears discover¬ 
ing a David in GOP ranks is 
virtually nil and defeat 
looms. 

Republican affairs in 
Massachusetts have been in 
disarray for a long time; a 
harsh reality pointed up anew 
by the failure of party chief¬ 
tains to come up with a viable 
candidate against the state’s 
senior United States senator. 

Both Sears and U.S. 
Senator Edward W. Brooke 
have labored mightily, but in 
vain, to unearth a GOP 
challenger but all “name’’ 
Republicans seemingly have 
discovered urgent business 
elsewhere. All Republicans 
of vote-getting ability or high 
visibility have replied, 
“Thanks, but no thanks” to 
all overtures. 

Maybe the GOP stars are 
crossed, or the moon is in a 
bad phase. Whatever, top 
Republicans are as anxious to 
challenge Ted Kennedy as 
they are to volunteer to help 
Henry Kissinger resolve 
Rhodesia’s problems. 


Council. 

According to the report, 
the proceeds were “used for 
the purpose of puchasing 
jackets, equipment, etc.” 

Last year, the Town Coun¬ 
cil appropriated $17,000 to the 
Parks and Recreation 
Department to subsidize 
AAA programs.

Two Republicans, each 
with low statewide visibility, 
are pondering entering the 
lists. They are John J. 
McCarthy of Chatham, an ex- 
Secretary of Administration 
and Finance under GOP 
Governor John Volpe in the 
mid-60s, and State Senator 
David H. Locke of Wellesley. 

Senator Kennedy must be 
licking his chops in anticipa¬ 
tion of a face-off against 
McCarthy, a controversial 
former General Electric ex- 
ecutive who is even 
anathama to many within 
Republican ranks. 

Senator Locke, however, is 
another story — a bright, ar¬ 
ticulate and politically savvy 
lawmaker who has 
demonstrated high capability 
during his eight terms in the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 
Despite these attributes, a 
Locke candidacy at this late 
stage would be too little, too 
late. 

While a late start would 
seriously handicap the 
Harvard-educated Wellesley 
solon. and money for a 
serious campaign might pose 
a problem, another drawback 
is that if he ran his seat in the 
State Senate might well go to 
the democrats. This latter 
possibility is of very real con¬ 
cern to GOP Minority Leader 
John F. Parker of Taunton. 

Locke, if he runs, would be 
making his initial bid for 
statewide office. To do so 
against a Ted Kennedy would 
appear to be sheer folly, and 
would deprive Republicans of 
a strong and effective voice 
in the State Senate. 

Without question, Ted 
Kennedy has problems this 
year in marked contrast to 
past campaigns — problems 
as serious in nature as when 
he and former Attorney 
General Ed McCormack 
squared off in that bruising 
1962 fight when Kennedy first 


won his Senate seat. 
Problems include the busing 
and abortion issues, both 
volatile in nature. 

There will be some erosion 
of the Kennedy vote if a 
strong challenger confronts 
him. It will not be sufficient, 
however, to permit any 
“secondary” Republicans 
whose names have surfaced 
as potential challengers to 
beat him. 

Aside from the un¬ 
willingness of “name” 
Republicans to volunteer to 
face the incumbent senator, 
there’s another little-noted 
offshoot of this “non¬ 
campaign” — the sudden 
maturing of the senator’s 
nephew, Joseph P. Kennedy 
2nd, who is managing Ted’s 
campaign. 

Young Joe. oldest son of 
Ethel and the late Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy, on the 
campaign trail in behalf of 
his uncle is in starling con¬ 
trast to the image invoked 
from the headlines and 
newsclips of his teens. That’s 
when his missteps and pec¬ 
cadillos inevitably made hot 
news copy because he was a 
Kennedy — incidents that for 
other teenagers would have 
been shrugged off or 
forgiven, and forgotten. 

Now young Kennedy is cut¬ 
ting his political eyeteeth for 
Uncle Ted, and it is obvious 
the political arena intrigues 
him. He’s still young, 23. but 
seemingly has that inbred 
Kennedy touch when it comes 
to politics, Joe’s venture into 
elective politics probably is 
still some years away, but, 
when and if he decides to go, 
his present role in the 
senatorial campaign will 
prove invaluable in terms of 
insight, exposure and 
awareness of the potential 
pitfalls.

Jumping Carter 

The front runner in any nomination campaign is des¬ 
tined to get arrows and barbs from the rear and this 
year’s political campaigning is no different in this re- 
gard. 

Jimmy Carter referred to ethnic purity in speaking of 
neighborhoods resisting government efforts to break up 
this pattern. 

Carter was saying, in effect, if neighborhoods like it 
that way, it isn’t necessarily desirable to break them 
up. He wasn’t speaking as a racist, alleging that any¬ 
one should be kept out of such neighborhoods. He was 
speaking, really, in the tradition of America-which has 
long had its Italian, German, Irish neighborhoods, etc. 

Already having tried unsuccessfully to brand Carter 
a Southern bigot, this offered opponents another chance 
and they seized it, despite Carter’s instant apology. Is 
Carter, after all, a bigot? Can the nation “trust” a 
Southerner? Is he hiding something? Etc. 

As Janies Reston of the New York Times wrote after 
the incident, the real question is whether the Democrat¬ 
ic Party will continue to bar all Southerners from the 
White House with screams of bigotry. If the party again 
succumbs to that tact, it may narrow its base and for¬ 
feit the South. 

That would be ironic at a time when race relations in 
the South, and integration,have fared better than in any 
other section of the country, despite the fact that the 
obstacles were more formidable than in any other part 
of the country. 


Too Soft on Crime? 


A more hard-line attitude toward punishment and 
rehabilitation is an inevitable by-product of the escalating 
crime statistics in America. 

In Massachusetts, too, this trend is manifested more and 
more as reaction sets in against current, ultra-liberal ideas 
on penology that make a mockery of law and order. As 
always, the “people” led the way but now more and more 
theorists and writers on criminology, and even some judges, 
are starting to realize that pampering criminals begats more 
violence. 

Our criminal justice system has proven inadequate to its 
responsibilities, a fact evidenced by people padlocking 
themselves into their homes due to fear of violence. Old- 
fashioned justice, in which the punishment fits the crime, has 
been ignored for too long. 

Unfortunately, judicial severity in the courtroom is more 
important today than ever before — but more scarce. In re¬ 
cent weeks, however, certain Massachusetts judges have 
been facing up to their responsibilities and meting out stiff 
penalties to those guilty of violent crime. 

It is high time because the “soft” approach has been in¬ 
effective, and, in fact, only spawned worse violent crime. We 
need to isolate and punish habitual criminals. 

Here’s another vote for a more disciplined view toward 
crime and punishment.

The Canal Treaty 


It’s unfortunate that the Panama Canal Treaty is a 
political issue in an election year, for unnecessary 
heat may be generated in bids for votes. On the other 
hand, since it is, the American people have a right to 
expect President Ford to avoid any treaty which even 
hints at a loss of control of the Canal at some future 
date. 

President Ford, replying to Ronald Reagan recently, 
said any treaty agreed upon by theU.S. would include 
the U.S. right to “operate, maintain and defend the 
canal.” That was in reply to charges this country was 
about to give away sovereignty of the zone. 

So long as the treaty specifies the U.S. right to op¬ 
erate, maintain and defend the canal, and doesn’t com¬ 
mit Washington to anything less at a later date, there 
can be some play on words about sovereignty of the 
zone in general to satisfy Panamanians and other Latin 
American countries. 

Care must be taken to insure that any later interpre¬ 
tations of a sovereignty gesture cannot be used to uni¬ 
laterally transfer, in an emergency, for example, U.S. 
authority to Panama. 

The canal, like Gibraltar to Britain, is vital to U.S. 
security. The nation cannot agree to a treaty risking 
now or later U. S. operation, maintenance or physical 
control of the canal and environs close enough to dom¬ 
inate or disrupt canal traffic. 

Where Was The War? 

This bicentennial year means all are subjected to 
numerous reminders of the Revolution, of the nation’s 
struggle for independence. Well and good. But did it 
all occur in the northeast? 

On television and in commercial display, one would 
think the whole affair took place north of Washington, 
D.C. With due respect to Lexington and Concord and 
Paul Revere and Trenton, Philadelphia, etc., a few 
things did happen in the southern colonies. 

Of course, history books are written for the vast ma¬ 
jority and especially since the Civil War that part of 
the Revolutionary War which occurred in the South has 
received scant attention. Could it be partly because 
the victorious Union in 1865 and afterwards didn’t care 
to stress that most of the Presidents to that time had 
come from the South, and that the South in fighting to 
secede was doing what the thirteen colonies did in 
1776? 

It’s also partly due, no doubt, to the fact that the im¬ 
poverished South did less to chronicle its history in the 
last century and, as noted above, to the fact that the 
big market for history books is in the other four-fifths 
of the nation. 

Yet it was in North Carolina that the first secession 
ordinance was passed and there were numerous battles 
fought in South Carolina over a period of years.lt was 
at Yorktown, Virginia, that, the final, deciding battle 
was fought. The guerrilla campaign waged against the 
British by the Swamp Fox, Francis Marion of South 
Carolina, is one of the war’s great stories. Etc. 

Yet one sees little mention of any of this, even in 
the South. One hopes the nation’s historians and pro¬ 
moters will sharpen their history during the rest of the 
bicentennial year and tell it like it was.

The politics of 1976 brings the political story of Hu¬ 
bert Horatio Humphrey full circle. Ironically and per¬ 
haps with poetic justice, his last bow on the national 
scene was produced by the appeal of a new-breed South¬ 
ern Democrat. 

When Humphrey announced at the end of April he 
wouldn’t launch a bid for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, he was facing facts; he had little chance. 
The rank and file of the party, despite die-hard efforts 
by a hard core of former friends, some with vested in¬ 
terests because of long friendship, obviously want a 
new face. 

Humphrey is a 1968 loser, he is tainted with a poor 
money record, some former aides have been prosecuted 
and he hims6lf resorted to low-blow politics trying to 
spawn opposition to Carter. 

And so the man who, with Howard McGrath, as party 
chief, pushed conservative Southern Democrats out of 
the 1948 Philadelphia convention by baiting them for 
northern leftwing votes is put to rest nationally by a 
Democratic contender from, of all places, Georgia. 

It is.then, full circle for Humphrey and full circle for 
the Democratic Party, which had moved steadily left¬ 
ward from 1948 to 1972-and lost four of seven presi¬ 
dential elections (maybe five if the 1960 win indeed 
was stolen in Illinois and Texas as many believe). 

Israeli Lotov Again 

In Congress Israel and the U.S. Jewish lobby have 
won a victory over President Ford. The President two 
months ago refused to agree to an Israeli request for 
another half billion in U.S. aid. 

The President felt that with Israel already getting 
over two billions, roughly half the total of all U.S. for¬ 
eign aid, and many times more than all the Arab states 
combined, extra outlays by U.S. taxpayers were not 
justified. The Israelis and their U.S. lobby challenged 
the President; they believed they could get what they 
sought in Congress regardless of the President’s de¬ 
cision. 

Senator Clifford Case(D-NJ) and Jacob Javits(R-NY) 
and others went, to work in the lobby’s behalf. They 
proposed an additional $375,000,000 in aid for Israel, 
one fourth less than Israel had requested. Both Sena¬ 
tors, of course, come from a geographical area contain¬ 
ing two million American Jews. They called the extra 
handout to Israel a “compromise” and the President 
was threatened with a fight on the question in this po¬ 
litical year. 

To avoid a major clash with Congress—which has al¬ 
ways done what the Israeli lobby wants-President Ford 
reportedly gave in, and the aid package to Israel will 
now be about $2.5 billions over fifteen months, much 
in the form of grants from the U.S. treasury. The power 
of the Israeli lobby in Congress remains awesome, for 
all, including the Arab world, to see.

AGAWAM FOOD CO-OP 

Agawam now has an alternative food source available to 
the general public. For the past three months a group of in¬ 
dividuals have been looking into the feasability of starting a 
food co-operative. Much of this time was spent just learning 
about the processes food stores use in making their products 
available. It was soon realized that by banding together and 
pooling resources that better quality food could be bought for 
prices much lower than retail costs. As a result of these ef¬ 
forts, the Agawam Food Coop has emerged. Its aim is not 
only to bring people the lower costs for quality food but also 
to make available items which are hard to purchase in this 
area, an example being natural foods. A co-op has other ad¬ 
vantages not to be overlooked. Its members have a real say in 
its structure. When you join you become an owner in the co-op 
and attain equal voting power. In joining, you start to take an 
active role in an important part of your life, eating. When we 
rely on others for our essential services, we become depen¬ 
dent on them. A co-op relies on the principal of self help and 
the rewards are quite fullfilling. There is a feeling of coopera¬ 
tion with others, a satisfaction from doing it yourself, better 
food, better prices, and it’s fun. 

A co-operative works just in the way it sounds — with 
cooperation with its member-owners, with local farmers and 
with area businesses so we are not just another supermarket. 
You must join in order to obtain the benefits. The 
membership fee is $3.00 which is good for the rest of your life. 
You are also expected to do your share of work (6 hours a 
month) and in return you save 20 to 50% of your food bill. The 
way we get these savings is by buying in bulk. Orders are fill¬ 
ed out each week and then pooled. 

SPAN FORMS FUNDING COMMITTEE 

Paul Delskey, Chairman of the SPAN Board of Directors, 
has announced the formation of an ad hoc committee to 
develop additional sources of funding for the SPAN Center. 
The committee will be composed of townspeople represen¬ 
ting the business and professional communities. 

SPAN Center is funded by the town of Agawam, the Drug 
Abuse Foundation of Pioneer Valley and the Department of 
Mental Health. Increased demands have obliged the Center to 
increase its services over the past few years. At the same 
time, tightened budgets at the Federal and State level have 
resulted in funding cut-backs from these sources. “In order to 
maintain its current level of services,” Paul Delskey said, 
“the Center must find additional sources of funding for the 
fiscal year beginning in July.” 

The Funding Committee will investigate private 
coporations and foundations. Its primary concern will be to 
find funding for operating expenses. 

SPAN Center provides counseling and therapy as well as 
assistance for drug problems. It also conducts groups for 
young people and school age children. The Center on 770 
Springfield Street has been in operation since 1971. It current¬ 
ly serves about 100 persons each month.

RECIPE

New potatoes are already 
appearing on the market. 
However, the spring gar¬ 
dener looks forward to his 
first harvest of small new 
potatoes. They are deli¬ 
cious combined with other 
fresh vegetables or in spe¬ 
cial recipes. 

Savory New Potatoes 

1 10‘/2 oz. can con¬ 
somme 
1 can water 
Few celery leaves 
Few sprigs parsley 
1 bay leaf 
V2 t salt 

1 lb. small new pota¬ 
toes 

3 slices bacon 
1 small onion 

Bring consomme, water 
celery leaves, parsley and 
seasonings to a brisk boil. 
Drop in scrubbed, unpeel¬ 
ed potatoes and cook, un¬ 
covered until potatoes are 
tender when tested with a 
fork. Strain off the liquid. 
Reserve vegetables. Boil 
liquid until x k cup remains. 
Cut each slice of bacon 
into 4 pieces and fry until 
almost crisp. Add finely 
chopped onions to bacon 
and bacon fat and cook un¬ 
til done. Add potatoes and 
consomme to onion, bacon 
mixture.
